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HOOVER REPORT DRIVE 


THE Summer program of the Citizens 
Committee for the Hoover 
Report 
was 
aimed at informing the people as to its con­ 


tents. This is an important part of the ef­ 
fort to obtain real results from the Report, 
and a thorough job of education will have 
to be done before important gains are ach­ 
ieved in Washington. The 
report of the 
Hoover Commission on Organization of the 
Executive Branch of the Government is 
bulky and detailed; probably few m em bers 
of Congress have studied it exhaustively 
and fewer still believe that the people know 
very much about what is in it. 


The most effective thing for the individ­ 
ual citizen to do about the Hoover Report is 
to find out what it says, through the pro­ 
gram of the Citizens Committee or by a 
visit to the local library, and then to let his 
congressm an and senators know that he is 
familiar with the Report»The proposed re­ 
forms could not be carried out without step­ 
ping on some toes here and there. Some of 
the economies might be felt in our own dis­ 
trict. Representatives can hardly be blam­ 
ed for looking at the Report with a wary 
eye as long asdthey doubt that their con­ 
stituents really have a knowledge of it. 
There is a saying that a friend is a per­ 
son who knows you and likes you anyhow. 
When Congress is persuaded that the peo­ 
ple know the Hoover Report, realize what 
it would do, and want it followed anyway, 
then action will be obtained. 


EMPLOYMENT OUTLOOK 
MORE work for more people, and good 
prospects for employment for this year’s 
graduates, say figures recently compiled 
by the Labor Department Bureau of E m ­ 
ployment Security. 


Competition is keen for beginners, how­ 
ever, and m any will not be able to find just 
the jobs they are trained for. Law, journal­ 
ism and high school teaching are mention­ 
ed as lines that are overcrowded, but of 
nurses, doctors, dentists, dietitians and el­ 
em entary school teachers there 
are 
not 
nearly enough. The federal and state em ­ 
ployment services are co-operating 
with 
em ployers to 
be of service both to young 
applicants and to those with long experi­ 
ence. 


The health of the country depends in part 
on the ratio between employed 
and un­ 
employed. These new figures seem to indi­ 
cate that economically we are on an even 
keel and may expect to be for som e time. 


These Days 


The labor force of the United States is 
estimated to be 60 million. The total labor 
union membership by the highest estimate 
is 15 million. 


This membership is made up of seven 
million in the American Federation of La­ 
bor; six million for the CIO; the railway 
brotherhoods have about 400,000 and inde­ 
pendent unions, unaffiliated with the major 
bodies, report about two million mem bers. 
The AFL and CIO together have at most 
13 million m em bers, and possibly only 11 
million, if the CIO per capita payments are 
taken into consideration. The CIO figures 
also are uncertain from the standpoint that 
a number of Communist unions have been 
expelled from that body. 


Were it only a question of figures, it 
could be said that organized labor repre­ 
sents a sm all part, at most 25 percent, of 
the labor force. Naturally, this in no m an­ 
ner indicates the strength of these organ­ 
izations, 
for 
their real power is in their 
treasuries, which are becoming a vast ac- 
j cumulation of untaxed and unaccounted 
funds. Also, the labor leader, now a poli­ 
tician, uses his power and influence to con­ 
trol and distribute votes. 
The political power in these funds grows 
more significant as taxes tend to reduce 
the free cash of individuals. Thus, the Re­ 
publican Party, which receives no contri­ 
butions from labor unions, directly or in­ 
directly, finds it increasingly difficult to 
collect funds, whereas the CIO-PAC and 
the political arm of the AFL spend money 
without the usual accounting. Their funds 
are not employed directly, but it is to be 
noted that they most often serve candidates 
on the Democratic ticket. 
Quite independently of the international 
organizations, individual labor unions find 
ways of supporting particular candidates 
who do their bidding in Congress. This sup­ 
port is often subtle and appears in both 
parties. Thus, some Republicans find them­ 
selves more closely affiliated to the CIO 
than to the Republican Party. Their votes 
in Congress disclose their sentiments. 
The Democratic Party, under the Tru- 
man-Boyle managem ent, is strictly a labor 
party, the affiliation being so close that in 
a conflict between Labor and Democratic 
opinion, Labor prevails. The union between 
some Republicans and the Southern Demo­ 
crats has been a product of the Truman- 
Boyle-Labor alliance, which has split t h e 
Democratic Party on all issues. Apparent­ 
ly, Mr. Truman believes that organized la­ 
bor is of more value to them than a united 
Democratic Party. A close calculator of 
voting strength, he accepts the formula 
that the Southern Dem ocrats can be taken 
for granted, thus leaving him free to bar­ 
gain for the northern industrial vote.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Case of Premature Baldness 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
THE m any efforts to discover 
the cause of prem ature baldness 
have 
proved 
unsuccessful. To 
date, nothing has been found to 
account for it, either in the con­ 
dition of the scalp itself or in the 
effect of any physical disorder. 
We suppose th a t an inherited te n ­ 
dency has som ething to do w ith 
it. since baldness seems to run in 
families. On the other hand, im ­ 
proper care of the hair m ay be a 
factor. Certainly, the appearance 
of excessive dandruff often pre­ 
cedes early loss of the hair. 
Recently, a novel theory has 
been advanced which m akes te n ­ 
sion or tightness of the scalp m us­ 
cles responsible for early bald­ 
ness. According to this idea, h a ­ 
bitual contraction of these m us­ 
cles, as the result of anxiety, cre­ 
ates pressure on the skin, cuts 
down its blood supply and, even­ 
tually, results in baldness. 
Dawn of History 


To explain why anxiety should, 
in some individuals, take the form 
of scalp tightening, authors of 
the theory go back beyond the 
dawn of history to a time when, 
as they suppose, men responded 
to danger by draw ing the ears 
back against the scalp. They feel 
that this defensive attitude may 
persist even now to a certain ex­ 
tent, and see in it a possible cause 
of baldness. 
It Is also thought th a t the ex­ 
pression of the face m ay have a 


direct connection with this ten ­ 
sion of the scalp. The physical ex­ 
pression of a fixed smile may be 
associated with early baldness. 
It has been noted th a t the 
am ount of fa t padding on the 
scalp is thicker in women and 
children th an in men. This fat 
padding m ay increase resistance 
to the pressure effect of the con­ 
tractions of the scalp muscle, 
which accounts for the fact th a t 
women and children do not lose 
their hair as often as do men. 
Fact of Interest 
Another related fact of interest 
| is that testosterone, the secretion 
from the male sex gland, reduces 
the am ount of fa t under the skin 
of the scalp. 
It would seem th a t additional 
observations are necessary to de­ 
term ine the exact relationship 
between scalp tension and bald­ 
ness, and to evolve m ethods of 
treatm ent which may be of some 
value.

A Reader: I am tw enty-nine 
years old. My basal metabolism 
test is 30. Is an operation neces­ 
sary? 
Answer: You should have a 
careful study m ade to determ ine 
w hether or not you have a toxic 
goiter or overactivity of the thy­ 
roid gland. 
T reatm ent with propyl-thiou- 
racll m ay control the condition. 
If you have a toxic goiter, an 
operation may be required.

Case of Premature Baldness 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M D. 
THE many efforts to discover 
the cause of premature baldness 
have proved unsuccessful. To 
date, nothing has been found to 
account for it, either in the con­ 
dition of the scalp itself or in the 
effect of any physical disorder. 
We suppose that an Inherited ten­ 
dency has something to do with 
it, since baldness seems to run in 
families. On the other hand, im­ 
proper care of the hair may be a 
factor. Certainly, the appearance 
of excessive dandruff often pre­ 
cedes early loss of the hair. 
Recently, a novel theory has 
been advanced which makes ten­ 
sion or tightness of the scalp mus­ 
cles responsible for early bald­ 
ness. According to this idea, h a­ 
bitual contraction of these mus­ 
cles, as the result of anxiety, cre­ 
ates pressure on the skin, cuts 
down its blood supply and, even­ 
tually, results in baldness. 


Dawn of History 
To explain why anxiety should, 
In some Individuals, take the form 
of scalp tightening, authors of 
the theory go back beyond the 
dawn of history to a time w’hen, 
a s they suppose, men responded 
to danger by drawing the ears 
back against the scalp. They feel 
th at this defensive attitude may 
persist even now to a certain ex­ 
tent, and see in it a possible cause 
of baldness. 
It Is also thought that the ex­ 
pression of the face may have a 


direct connection with this ten­ 
sion of the scalp. The physical ex­ 
pression of a fixed smile may be 
associated with early baldness. 
It has been noted that the 
amount of fat padding on the 
scalp is thicker in women and 
children than in men. This fat 
padding may increase resistance 
to the pressure effect of the con­ 
tractions of the scalp muscle, 
which accounts for the fact th at 
women and children do not lose 
their hair as often as do men. 
Fact of Interest 
Another related fact of interest 
is that testosterone, the secretion 
from the male sex gland, reduces 
the amount of fat under the skin 
of the scalp. 
It would seem that additional 
observations are necessary to de­ 
termine the exact relationship 
between scalp tension and bald­ 
ness, and to evolve methods of 
treatment which may be of some 
value. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
A Reader; I am twenty-nine 
years old. My basal metabolism 
test is 30. Is an operation neces­ 
sary? 
Answer: You should have a 
careful study made to determine 
whether or not you have a toxic 
goiter or overactivity of the thy­ 
roid gland. 
Treatm ent with propyl-thlou- 
racil may control the condition. 
If you have a toxic goiter, an 
operation may be required.

Here was a case of a player 
making his contract and then ad­ 
mitting he would not have done 
so if East had not doubled. South, 
who said he had made only two 
ar three throw-in plays in his 


relatively brief bridge career, was 
warned by East’s double that the 
club finesse w'as almost a sure 
loser. In view of West’s strong 
heart bidding, he reckoned that 
the double was based on strength 
in the black suits, which must 
include the missing club K. So 
he based his plan on that as­ 
sumption. 
A seven trick cross-ruff inau­ 
gurated the play after the heart 
K w'as led. South trumped that 
in his own hand, ruffed a first 
spade in dummy, then a second 
heart, a second spade, a third 
heart (East discarding a spade), 
a third spade, a fourth heart 
(East shedding a club), and then 
fortunately dropped the missing 
trumps with his two tops.

Fifth, that the state reserves 
the right to approve or veto Vat­ 
ican appointments of H unger.an 
Catholic church bishops.

Protestant churches also will 
be offered financial support and 
general upkeep. 
But it is provided that this as. 
sistance will be given on a dim­ 
inishing scale over a period of 20 
years, after which the various 
churches will be expected to be 
self-supporting.
